The friendships to 
which such contacts lead are among life’s richest 
and most valuable possessions.

If steamboats 
were worth two centsapieee, I couldn’t buy a gang- 
plank. I don’t expect anything but to be pestered 
by lawyers, collection sharks, and other humbugs, 
and grafters, until this pestilence relieves me from 
their clutches. But before I die I am going to peti- 
tion High Heaven for a shower of fire and destruc- 
tion on the whole bunch, and I will particularly 
pray that the storm spend most of its fury on that 
southern hamlet where they claim to get their mail.
